State Amendment 
Saves Annexation 
Of Garland Tract 


An amendment to the state an- 
nexation law made all the differ- 
ence in the world at the City 
Council meeting Tuesday night. 

The amendment was passed by 
the state legislature only the day 
before Memorial Day, but it cer- 
tainly came in handy as far as the 
City Council was concerned. 

Prior to May 29, the city coun- 
cil had power to annex the land 
only if not more than two quali- 
fied electors lived in the district. 
The amendment broadened the 
council’s power so that it could act 
if not more than 11 registered vot- 
ers lived in the district. 

Just as it appeared that the pro- 
posed annexation of the 170-acre 
Garland and adjacent properties 
would fall through because there 
were more than two qualified elec— 
tors living in the territory, City At- 
torney James O’Keefe Jr. pulled 
the brand new point of law out of 
the hat. 

A month ago, the City Council 
started annexation proceedings at 
the request of two property own- 
ers in the area. West Coast Houses, 
Inc., and Dr. Eph Weiss. At the 
time, an unofficial survey conduc-

For Hospital Bonds 


Now we CAN have a hospital! 
Menlo Park voted its approval of 
a Sequoia district hospital by a gi- 
gantic 9 to 1 vote in last Friday's 
election. 

A total of 611 ballots were cast 
in favor of bonds for construction 
of the hospital, and only 65 against, 
making a total of 676 ballots cast. 

Atherton registered an 8 to 1 
vote, 388 in favor and 44 opposed. 

And yet, even with such lop- 
sided margins, Menlo Park and 
Atherton ratios were the lowest, 
with the exception of , Belmont’s, 
which was 6 to 1 for the bonds. 

The total district voted 17247 
“yes,” and 543 “no”. The ratio was 
13.3 to 1. This vote—7,834, includ- 
ing 44 absentee ballots—was a very 
large turnout for a special election. 

“The directors feel that they 
can do a better job now, as a re- 
sult of the tremendous vote of 
confidence given to them,’ George 
Walsh, Menlo Park’s member of the

LEGAL NOTICE 


ORDINANCE NO. 156 


ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF 
MENLO PARK PROVIDING 
FOR AND REGULATING THE 
HEIGHT OF HEDGES AND 
OTHER GROWTH, PROVIDING 
FOR TRIMMING OF HEDGES 
GROWTH AND .TREES, AND 
PROHIBITING OBSTRUCTION 
OF THE VIEW AT INTERSEC- 
TIONS OF STREETS, AND PRO- 
VIDING PENALTIES FOR VIO- 
LATION THEREOF. 


The City Council of the City of 
Menlo Park does ordain as follows: 


SECTION 1: Any owner or occu- 
pant of a building, lot or premises 
shall keep trees, hedges and other 
growth in a sidewalk area adjacent 
to the premises properly trimmed 
in such a manner that the same 
shall not interfere with the free 
use of sidewalks and roadways. 

SECTION 2: No trees, shrubs or 
other growth shall be planted or be 
maintained within the sidewalk 
area in front of any lot, parcel of 
property or premises in the City of 
Menlo Park without obtaining per- 
mission from the Superintendent 
of Streets of said City, who shall 
determine the species and location 
thereof. 

SECTION 3: No hedge, shrub or 
growth other than trees in the 
sidewa]k area or within the lot or 
premises of any residence lot at a 
corner of intersecting streets in 
the City of Menlo Park shall be 
maintained or permitted at a 
height exceeding four (4) feet above 
the curb level within the area 
bounded by the property lines of 
the intersecting streets and a line 
joining points measured 60 feet 
along the center lines of the inter- 
secting streets from the point of 
intersection of said center lines; all 
trees in the sidewalk area, or with- 
in the area hereinbefore referred 
to and described in this section, 
shall be so trimmed that the main 
trunks thereof are exposed from 
the ground to a-height of seven 
(7) feet above the curb level, and 
no branches or foilage over the 
roadway shall be maintained or 
permitted between the street level 
and a height of nine (9) feet, and 
no branches or foilage over the 
sidewalk area shall be maintained 
or permitted between the sidewalk 
level and a height of seven (7) feet 
above such sidewalk.
